Nationwide concerns aboutcampus safety have prompted 
Congress to amend language in the Higher Education Reau- 
thorization Act of 1997. If passed, the proposed changes 
would require more detailed campus crime statistics to be 


made public. 


Though student safety advocacy groups are happy about 
the pending stronger disclosure laws, campus administra- 


tion groups who questioned 
the amendments said the new 
requirements will create 
more paperwork without any 
benefit to students. 

Theproposed amendments 
are similar to the language in 
the Accuracy in Campus Crime 
Reporting Act, a separate bill 
thatis still pending inthe House. 
The new language in the reau- 
thorization actpassed the House 
of Representatives’ Commit- 
teeon Educationand the Work- 
place on March 19.

andidate list for ASI president swells to four

The list of candidates for the 1998 Associ- 
ated Students Inc. presidential race continues to 
grow, adding another contender to the field of 
three. 

Sean South, a graduate student majoring in 
sociology, was cleared by the student activities 
office Tuesday afternoon, joining Gary Davis, 
Dan Freschi and Victor Som in one of the most 
contested seats of the election. 

“T am running to give the underrepresented 
groups in the community a voice,” South said. 


‘T hope to move the 
debate a little more to the 
left ... to bring a little more 
respect to ASI.” 

South said he felt ASI developed ‘a corrupt 
reputation following allegations of credit card 
misuse last semester by President Sandra 
Schlemmer and Vice President for University 
Affairs Brian Cooley. 

South said he felt members of the student 
government were spending funds in a manner 
outside of students’ best interests. 

South said he supported the failed effort to 
recall President Sandra Schlemmer and Execu- 


tive Vice President Shan- 
non Hughes during the fall 
semester. 

“T was involved in (the recall), South said. 
“T collected a few signatures.” 

The recall was initiated in protest to the 
election process that awarded incumbent 
Schlemmer the presidency after popular-vote 
winner Gary Davis was disqualified for cam- 
paign violations. 

“Tt was interesting that the group from the 
Women’s Resource Center was trying to recall 
a woman to get in a frat boy.” 

Freschi, the current director for undeclared 


students, authored a resolution that was passed 
by the ASI board, condemning the recall effort. 
The resolution called for the publication of a 
special issue of ASI’s newsletter, Outlook, to 
explain the board’s decision to oppose the re- 
call. 

Davis, also a supporter of the recall, said he 
opposed the board’s decision to take a stand on 
the recall effort, as well as the way the group 
addressed the issue. 

“In my opinion, it is not ASI’s place to take 
a political stand on anything,” Davis said. 

Davis also said he strongly opposed the 
board’s decision to use student funds for a 


newsletter that campaigned against the re- 
call. 

Freschi said the resolution was written in 
support of the election complaint process that 
eventually awarded Schlemmer the presidency. 

Freschi said he did not believe his support of 
the resolution was a support for Schlemmer’s 
policies. 

“T don’t see myself in any way as the succes- 
sor of Sandy Schlemmer,” Freschi said. “I am 
more energetic and I have more student-orien- 
tated issues.”

Tempers flare at faculty meeting No warrant issued

CSUS’ Faculty Senate violently 
protested the administration’s de- 
cision to exclude faculty from the 
Lottery funds proposal process at 
the senate’s meeting Thursday. 

Members raised their voices and 
slammed their hands on tables while 
debating the breakdown in commu- 
nication between the faculty and 
Jolene Koester, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs. — 

“Do you realize the public rela- 
tions damage done when the fac- 
ulty feels disenfranchised like this?” 
said senate member Linda Palmer, 
an English professor. 

According to Palmer, the Lot- 
tery Funds Allocation Committee 
voted unanimously — on two occa- 
sions — that Koester should notify 
faculty of-her proposed changes to 


the process. 

“That we were not consulted on 
this is very serious,” Palmer said. “I 
think we need to dig in our heels on 
this.” 

Haroldene Wunder, the chair of 
the Lottery Funds Allocation Com- 
mittee, confirmed the committee had 


‘twice requested Koester notify the 


campus community of the changes. 

Instead, Koester wrote a letter to 
deans explaining the faculty pro- 
posal process was being eliminated 
— and the university would spend 
the funds on technological devel- 
opments. 

Koester said she did not write a 


letter to individual faculty mem- 


bers because she believed the issue 
was “so complex” the result would 
probably be “a lot of paper in the 
trash.” 

“Tt is a huge tragedy for all of us 
here because we’ ve lost the oppor- 
tunity for independent creative op- 


portunities, and that’s what the lot- 
tery funds intended,” said senate 
member George Parrott, a psychol- 
ogy professor. 

In the last three years, faculty 
members have submitted proposals 
for the usage of some $400,000 in 
funds to the Lottery committee. 

President Donald Gerth — who 
attended the meeting — said he 
regretted not having earlier ex- 
plained to the senate how small the 
available lottery funds are. 

“The lottery was, at its incep- 
tion, something on the side to do 
special things, and we don’t have a 
lot of money to do special things,” 
Gerth said. 

He added the senate should accept 
the university’s financial situation as 
reality and “just deal with it.” 

Gerth also condemned the sen- 
ate for not addressing what he be- 
lieves to be the important issues. 

“I would like to see a strong 


Faculty Senate that has to do with 
curriculum, programs and plan- 
ning,” he said. “A good university 
is auniversity with a strong Faculty 
Senate whose strength is measured 
by its willingness to deal with the 
fundamental issues.” 

“Ttis the responsibility of astrong 
president to engage the senate,” ar- 
gued senate member Juanita 
Barrena, a biological science pro- 
fessor. 

According to Barrena, the ad- 
ministration isn’t holding up its side 
of the bargain. In fact, the faculty is 
often left uninformed on important 
projects. 

And while the senate may have 
failed in some respects, “that does 
not give license to abandon the sen- 
ate,” Barrena said. 

Gerth told the senate he is open 
to further discussion on the topic, 
but hopes to move beyond the “po- 
litical crap.” 


in alleged dorm rape

No arrest warrant will be issued 
for the man accused of rape by a 
CSUS student. 

“Based on what the victim said, 
it’s impossible to prove the case,” 
said Jeff Rose, a Sacramento County 
district attorney. 

The incident leading to the rape 
complaint occurred in the early morn- 
ing hours of March 13, and was re- 
ported to University Police March 
15. University Police had previously 
recommended that an arrest warrant 
be issued for the 18-year-old suspect. 

‘“‘We’ve investigated, and I think 
the victim understands why the case 
is not going to trial,” Rose said. 

Campus police turned the case over 
to the district attorney’s office after 
the woman involved was examined 


at UC Davis Medical Center, accord- 
ing to Det. John Hamrick of the Uni- 
versity Police. 

According to Hamrick, the man 
accused was not a CSUS student and 
does not live in Sacramento. On the 
night of the incident, he was visiting 
a friend who lives in the residence 
halls. : 

The accused and his friend met up 
with several other people — includ- 
ing the victim — in a dorm room. 

Between 1:30 and 2 a.m., most of 
the people left the room, at which 
point— according to the woman who 
filed the report — the man forced her 
to have sex with him, Hamrick said. 

Another person, sleeping in the 
room at the time of the incident, gave 
a statement to the police, Hamrick 
added. Hamrick confirmed that alco- 
hol was involved in the incident. 
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Artist shares her yellow-colored world 
Graduate student’s work sheds light on the Japanese culture

If CSUS art graduate student Hiroko Kasahara does not exactly con- 
sider herself a rebel, she is at least aware of her nonconformist qualities, 
and, as a girl growing up ona snowbelt farm in a small, conservative town, 
she came to see herself as “a really strange kid.” 

At 15, she seized the chance to attend high school ina larger city — one 
just a tad too distant to allow for a regular commute from her hometown. 
In the city, she imagined, she would cultivate an interest in drama, then go 
on to college, where she would expand her dramatic sensibilities by 
producing experimental tragi-comic videos and studying to receive her 
bachelor’s degree in French literature. 

One often hears of a young man or woman who breaks free of the constraints 
of some parochial setting, but perhaps Kasahara’s story is more remarkable in that 
she got her bachelor’s degree from Ochahomizu University in Japan. 

Kasahara’s parents raised rice and flowers on their modest family farm 
in Mogami, Yamagata, a northern prefecture on Japan’s main island of 
Honshu. Life on such a small acreage in a northern province, she says, 
required structure and much discipline. 

Now throygh April 3 at CSUS’ R.W. Witt Gallery, Kasahara surveys some of 
Ree life’ s aspects — both insouciant and somber — as viewed through the filter of her 

e exhibit “A World in Yellow.” 
id The show appears to juxtapose the sublime with the common: yellow 
| bonbons contrasted with a haiku-inspired tableau of a weary traveler’s 
tale, for example. Things Californian are also contrasted with those of 
Japan, yet one senses a deeper subtext. 

At one end of the gallery Kasahara has lovingly installed a war-worn and ink- 
stained Japanese “rising sun” ensign, representing an unknown World War II

battlefield contingent of Japanese soldiers. Although its center dotis red, it stands 
for the sun, which is traditionally and symbolically depicted as yellow. Perhaps 
here we glimpse what she would regard as yellow’s potency. 

Reviewers’ remarks remain a dime-a-dozen, and viewers must experience first- 
hand Kasahara’s show in yellow to appreciate its dichotomy and its deeper joy. 

So what does a maverick like Kasahara plan after completion of her 
studies in America? 

“Tam wondering what my parents think about my staying longer,” she 
said, adding that her hometown will be her ultimate destination. 

This iconoclast is sensitive to her roots — her inherited traditions. She 
wishes, of all things, to return to Mogami to grow rice and flowers. Apart 
from its Zen-like appeal, something more fundamental seems evident: 
sometimes, one must journey far afield to better understand one’s origins.

“The Newton Boys’ hold up the cinema scene

Unlike most Hollywood westerns, 
“The Newton Boys” does not depend 
on gunfights and shootouts to deliver 
its impact. In fact, the Newton clan is 
famous forhaving robbed over 80 banks 
and never killing a single person. 

As a result, this film has a lazy, 
laid-back charm that could poten- 
tially alienate viewers accustomed to 
the special effects-fueled adrenaline 
rush of most modern motion pictures. 

Director Richard Linklater’s 
(“Slacker,” “Dazed and Confused’’) 
talent for understatedness is made im- 
mediately apparent during the opening 
credits. Like an early silent picture, the 
actors go through a curtain call of sorts, 
mugging for the camera in front of their 
respective names. 

Unlike Quentin Tarantino’s charac- 
ters — with their fast-paced wordiness 
— native Texan Linklater seems to 
prefer his players use the subterfuge of 
seemingly empty conversations. 

One of Mathew McConaughey’s 
(“Amistad,” “A Time To Kill’) finest 
moments in the film is when he is 
suddenly put on the spot and forced to 
make up an impromptu story about 
how he and Louise (Julianna Margulies: 
“Traveller,” “E.R.”) met. 

Rather than impressing with 
craftiness and presenting a care- 
fully crafted story, McConaughey 
comes up witha strange blurb about 
their having met 12 years earlier. 

One can almost see the improvisa- 
tional fire brewing in McConaughey’s 
character Willis as he tells the story. 
Instead of looking like an actor spout- 
ing lines, he looks like a person who 
is on the spot and forced to think 
quickly. This glimmer of fire in his

eyes explains more about his charac- 
ter than 20 minutes of rapid-fire dia- 
logue could ever do. 

The cast is both talented and well- 
chosen. Although certainly not identi- 
cal, McConaughey, Ethan Hawke 
(“Great Expectations,” “Reality Bites”), 
Vincent D’Onofrio (“Men in Black,” 
‘Feeling Minnesota’’) and Skeet Ulrich 
(“Scream,” “As Good As It Gets’’) 
certainly look similar enough to be 
playing brothers. 

Following his impressive work as 
the abusive stepfather in “Sling 
Blade,” Dwight Yoakam plays 
Brentwood Glasscock, the explosives 
expert of the group. 


In addition to looking the part, the 
group has a definite chemistry to- 
gether. When fellow alcoholics — 
Jess (Hawke) and Dock (D’ Onofrio) 
—pass around a bottle, or Joe (Ulrich) 
and Willis debate the ultimate moral 
implications of their actions, the ac- 
tors relate to each other with the fa- 
miliarity of brothers. 

What solidifies the Newtons’ sym- 
pathetic characters is their ultimate 
humanity. 

Willis defends his actions by say- 
ing, “It’s not people’s money. It’s the 
bank’s.” According to him, the New- 
tons live by three rules: They don’t 
steal from women and children, they 


don’t kill and they don’t “rat.” 
Linklater also deliberately uses 
“low-tech” bank robberies and chase 
scenes to underscore his characters’ 
naiveté. The Newton Boys were not 
hardened criminals; they were “gentle- 
men” who happened to rob banks. 
According to the disclaimer at the 
beginning of the film, “The Newton 
Boys” is a true story about the most 
successful robbers of all time. Al- 
though we usually equate success with 
excessive money anda wild lifestyle, 
the Newton Boys were successful 
because they all lived along, full life.

Bolton named player of week; team 
set to battle No. 16 Fullerton State

Riding the wave of a seven-game 
winning streak, the Sacramento State 
baseball team withstood the rain but 
couldn’t handle University of Santa 
Clara in a 9-5 loss Tuesday. 

Starting pitcher Bryan Ballenger, 
in his first game since having off- 
season shoulder surgery, allowed 
three runs in four innings pitched and 
left the game with the Hornets ahead 
4-3. The three relievers who followed 
didn’t fare so well, however, as the 
Broncos scored six runs in the final 
five innings to down the Hornets. 

“We had some chances but we 
didn’t get it done when we needed 
to,” sad head coach John Smith. “I 
think we were still into the weekend 
sweep that had a lot more meaning 
than today’s non-conference game.” 

Sac State took its lead with a four- 
run fourth inning. Mike Dominisse 
blasted a two-run home run and 
Aurelio Jackson contributed a two- 
run double to account for the scoring. 

Santa Clara came back with a run 
in the fifth to tie it, then went ahead 
with a pair of runs in the sixth. With 
two outs, Dave DeBenedetti walked, 
Bobby Hogeboom doubled and 


Bernie Affrunti singled to give the 
Broncos the lead for good. 

Although the Hornets lost, they 
were buoyed by the fact that Jason 
Bolton was recently named Big West 
Player of the Week, the first Hornet 
baseball player ever to be awarded 
that honor. 

In last week’s competition, Bolton 
had stepped up in key situations in 
two games against the University of 
San Francisco. Bolton hit a game- 
winning double to 
defeat USF in the 
completion of asus- 
pended game, and 
followed withadra- 
matic pinch-hit 
grand slam withtwo 
outs in the ninth to 
make it a clean 
sweep. 

Bolton finished 
the week batting a solid .667 with 
five home runs, seven runs scored 
and 12 RBI. Against New Mexico 
State he hit a combined 8 for 9 over 
two days, smashing four home runs 
in the three-game series. 

“He worked really hard last fall 
and has spent a lot of time in the 
weightroom,” said Smith. “He’s been 
hitting very steady and very consis- 
tent and I think it’s a tribute to him

and our program that he received this 
honor,” . 

In his second and final season as a 
Hornet, Bolton is more pleased with 
the team’s improved performance 
than for his individual award. 

“It’s nice to be in first place for 
once,” Bolton said. 

Bolton said that the team got off to 
a slow start, but after winning a few 
games in the ninth inning the team 
gained a lot of confidence. 

“We can play with any team. We 
can beat any team,” 
Bolton said. “Win- 
ning our division is 
an attainable goal.

Sac State, which

Sac State announced the resigna- 
tion of women’s basketball assistant 
coach John Huffman on March 20. 

Huffman was assistant coach at 
Sac State for 12 years, serving under 
head coach and wife Sue Huffman. 

“This was purely a family deci- 
sion,” said Sue Huffman. “Being on 
the road so much, especially these 
last three years, has gotten to be too 
much for our kids.” 

Sac State’s transition from Divi- 
sion II to Division I play and move 
into the Big Sky Conference reduced 
the time the Huffmans could spend 
with their children. 

The Huffmans’ three children — 
14-year-old John Jr., 10-year-old 
Katelyn and 3-year-old Mary —

In a lengthy article in the March 
17 State Hornet, incoming Chancel- 
lor Charles Reed is quoted as saying, 
“Students are our customers. It’s up 
to us to meet our customers’ needs.” 
In one sense, of course, he’s right. 
We need to adjust our schedules, act 
to ease the perennial parking prob- 
lem, provide clean and attractive 
physical settings, schedule enough 
required classes to let students 
progress toward graduation, and gen- 
erally clear away unnecessary ob- 
stacles to learning. 

But in a larger sense, Chancellor 
Reed is absolutely wrong. If we con- 
sider students as identical to custom- 
ers, then our response is clear: Calcu- 
late the cost of a degree, invite people 
to pay it, and send the purchasers off 
with a diploma. Make the process as 
easy as possible. After all, the cus- 
tomer is always right, and the sales 
staff must find out what the customer 
wants. Buying an education should 
be as easy as buying a book from 
Amazon.com. Students, however, are 
not simply customers; they are learn-

ers. Learning is not easy; it’s hard 
work. Hard work produces pain; hard 
work makes demands; hard work chal- 
lenges and changes people. 

Chancellor Reed finds a better anal- 
ogy when he says that “professors are 
going to become more like coaches.” 
Successful coaches make incredible 
demands on their athletes. They insist 
that athletes practice for hours, re- 
peating plays or moves or strokes 
until they approach perfection. 
Coaches inspire and cajole and plead 
— and yes, sometimes demand and 
bully and insult — to get the best 
possible performance out of their ath- 
letes. 

So do good teachers, although I 
don’t think bullying and insulting do 
much good. If professors aré going to 
become more like coaches, then stu- 
dents must become more like ath- 
letes, willing to put in the hours and 


the effort and the work in the intellec- 


tual weight room necessary in order 
to succeed. 

According to the Hornet article, 
our new Chancellor has two more 
comments that require response. He 
suggests that students could challenge 
courses rather than spend a semester 
in class. This suggestion conveys a 
fundamental misunderstanding of the 
nature of higher education. Of course 
students can take tests to show whether 
they have acquired a certain body of 
information. Higher education, 
though, demands far more than infor- 
mation. It demands analysis, evalua-

tion, criticism, synthesis and other 
manipulations of information. In 
classrooms, offices and on the cam- 
pus, teaching professors model and 
demonstrate these skills and tech- 
niques, and students learn them. 

Finally, the chancellor expresses 
a preference for part-time over full- 
time faculty. Part-time instructors cer- 
tainly do constitute “an efficient use 
of resources.” Two part-time faculty 
cost less than one full-time full pro- 
fessor. And I suppose that from an 
administrator’s point of view, part- 
time faculty are also preferable since 
they do no advising, sit on no com- 
mittees, and have little time or energy 
for union activities. 

Chancellor Reed’s vision for the 
21st century seems complete. An 
army of student-consumers will get 
directions to the Internet from acadre 
of low-paid, part-time instructors. 
With no courses, the California State 
University will have no need forclass- 
rooms or offices. Instructors it 
would be farcical to call them “fac- 
ulty” — will sit in cubicles and re- 
spond to e-mail from students and 
administrators. 

Students will emerge filled with in- 
formation and empty of education. I 
have been feeling some strong degree 
of regret over my scheduled retirement 
at the end of this semester; afterreading 
the article about Chancellor Reed and 
the future, I can only feel deep gratitude 
that I will not be a part of this institu- 
tion, his McCSU-Lite.

dentiality rights regarding education, 
Carter said. 

“Prior to 1992, even campus police 
departments were covered by FERPA,” 
he said. 

This loophole was closed when Se- 
curity On Campus fought to pass the 
Campus Security Act, requiring col- 
leges to compile and release crime sta- 
tistics. According to Carter, this is still 
not adequate to provide students with 
complete information about crime be- 
cause police only compile arrests in 
certain categories. 

“Reporting only arrests understates 
the nature of the problems,” Carter 
said. “Students should be aware of in- 
cidents, also.” 

The reporting of small incidents is 
what concerns Sheldon Steinbach, gen- 


eral counsel for the American Council 
on Education. ACE provided testimony 
to the House committee hearing on the 
matter on March 5. 

“Tt is one of several dozens of fed- 
eral regulations that are required of 
universities, all of which add up. Each 
one of them takes people to fill out and 
compile,” Steinbach said. 

“Tf you want areliant, consistent set 
of data, you need to have a mechanism 
for compiling that is consistent,” 
Steinbach said. : 

The amendments would call for 
more campus personnel to take crime 
reports, including dormitory counse- 
lors, he said. 

His group is concerned that by giv- 
ing responsibility to dorm counselors, 
small incidents will be blown out of 
proportion. Students must be able to 
talk to residence hall advisers “without

fear it’s going to be reported” without 
their consent, Steinbach said. 

Along with the added categories of 
manslaughter, larceny and arson, the 
amendments will require that liquor 
laws, drug abuse and weapons posses- 
sion offenses be included in crime sta- 
tistics reports. 

“We’re not talking about cheating 
and plagiarism,” Carter said. “It is only 
non-academic misconduct that we are 
looking for.” 

Steinbach said he had no argument 
with the expanded categories. 

“No one’s saying not to collect the 
data,” Steinbach said. “We just want to 
see real campus security, not just feel- 
good measures.” 

The amendment now faces a vote 
on the House floor. If passed, it will 
require the approval of the Senate and 
President Clinton to become law.
